98/21874, Ref. N) shows a computer or telecom device being coupled to the Internet, local exchange and a communications network. 

Re Claim 3: Figure 1 of Lesley (WO 98/21874, Ref. N) shows a computer or telecom device being coupled to the Internet, local exchange 
and a communications network. The combination of Lesley and Berry meet the claim limitations of claim 3. 

Re Claim 12 and 31 : Claim 12 is rejected under 103(a). Taskett teaches a data network coupled to a communications network in column 
4, lines 65-67, column 5, lines 1-18, Figure 3, column 7, 51-67 and column 8, lines 1-18. 

Re Claim 13 and 30: Figure 1 of Lesley (WO 98/21874, Ref. N) shows a computer or telecom device being coupled to the Internet, local 
exchange and a communications network. 

Re CIP status: Application 09/997,946 was filed as a CIP of application 09/708,836 filed on 11/8/2000. To get the effective filing date of 
1 1/8/2000, Applicant must claim subject matter found in application 09/708,836. However, Examiner notes that claimed subject matter in 
application 09/997,946 is not contained or described in application 09/708,836. Therefore, application 09/997,946 will get the effective 
filing date of Novemeber 30, 2001 , the date the application 09/997,946 was filed.
